Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, with reference 
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to independent claim 1 , none of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose or 
teach of the claimed ophthalmic diagnostic apparatus specifically including, as the 
distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations, the first body to be 
viewed from a predetermined position and the second body to be viewed from said 
position i.e. the same predetermined position, and the control module adapted to cause 
the bodies to assume a first configuration in which the second body to be viewed is in its 
state for showing signs and the first body to be viewed is in its uniform state and a 
second configuration in which the second body to be viewed is in its transparent state 
and the first body to be viewed is in its state for showing signs.

The drawings received May 19, 2006 have been approved by the examiner. 

Squire et al, Donaldson, McKinnon et al and Wolbarsht are being cited herein to 
show ophthalmic apparatuses having some similar structure to that of the claimed 
invention.
